apply for pormission, Ho should tel] us 
tho condition .of the factury, the dis- 
tance from the nearest Chinese and Euro- 
pean dwellings and the extent and charactor 
of the nuisance and whether tho squatters 
in thelot are affected by it. (6) I think 
tho drying of sugar bags should be prohi- 
bited within o certain distance from regular 
dwelling-houses. ‘The Superintendent says 
that it would require a combination of 
circumstances to make it a source of danger 
but does not say what are the circum-

NOTES FROM NATIVE PAPERS. 

The ‘Tao’ (FR). savages. down in Lien- 
chow, Kuangtung, near Pakhoi, whoso 
strange dances and songs we mentioned 
some days ago, havo boon giving trouble to 
the Chincso wttlers in that wild part of the 
country. Tlw Chinese. have a stockaded 
town called Sin Kiang, or Sam Kong, iu the 
savage coualry, into which ihe ‘Tao are 
allowed to bring wha they have to trade, 
but whowo inbabitanta have the power to 
keop them outifnecossary, also, About 10 
to 16 February the savages were out on the 
warpath, and robbed and burned many 
Chinese hous. A Hupsh man whe was 
caught by tho Lion-chow Chineso helping 
the aboriyine to burn thy huts, of Chineas, 
wag put to death by them by tho, Tsien 
isiany, or ‘thousind spears,’ a form of 
running tho gauntlet which the Chinese 
have learned [rom the savages ; the victim 
is laid on thu ground tied, and any pasyer- 
by whe feels diapnsed may give him a prod 
with a spear. The Hupeh man did not live 
long, and n€ler exposure tor several days his 
body was thruwno into the river, -A small 
detachmont of Chinese troops has gone to 
Sam Kony to restore order.—Hu Pao. 

Kaat of the Tientsin River lies a Buddhist 
Temple catlel the ‘fa Ful Sze, whose ro- 
venues from the contributions of the taith- 
ful bad showed a motaneliely falling off, 
until the other day whe their religious 
zeal wae rekindled by au act of devotion on 
the part of thy bonze, wh» cut off his own 
left arm.

China New Year this priest poacufully en. 
tered nirewna, having many days baek foro. 
tohl the exict day on which ho would 
expire. . : 

Lian Show-funy, Provincial Judgo at 
Hangchow, the capital of Chokiang, is 
having ths architecture of his Yaroén com- 
pletely altered, tho funy-shui, or geumuntic 
aspect of it haviag proved av unlucky in 
the time of his predecessor, Judge Su.

Teung-H Yaméo have not hoaestly deter. 
mined to cumply with Sir Juha Walsham’ 
request, but that they are still tamporisi.g, 
vither from a dislike to offend the provin- | 
vials or from a genuine dread of a popular 
vutburst, How strony the Central Govern- 
ment really is when it makes up its mind, 
is shawnin the marvellous dmouthneas with 
which the recent Opium Convention has 
worked from the beginning: the orders 
from Peking uve been literally obeyed 
thronghout each of the eighteen provinces, 
uotwithstauding the large numbers of opium 
Cikin ofticiale whuse bread depended upuu 
tho innumerable trausit dues tu which the 
druy had previously beou subjected. There, 
however, the gait to the Ountral Govern 
ment by the change was more ubvions than 
inthe present instunce, and, aedoubt, as long 
as the official and poputarobjections to ELL 
scientific develupment of the inexhaustible 
mineral resyurces of thy west are allowed 
to prevail, the bunetits of steam communi- 
vation can be oniy partially folt, Szechuen 
bocms, from recent accounts, Lo be over- 
populated, and the fear that steawers will 
diminish the demand for manual labour in 
one quarter (while nu openings are ufforded 
foritin another ), is one of tho chief causes 
of the persistent epposition tu the Kutiug’s 
advauce. 

Veated interests aru all-powerful in this 
conservative country und, with no counter 
interests to uppeal to, the vis inertia to be 
overcome in atarting any new project is 
almost. insuperable. Unless a, powerful 
impetus ia given frum without, the Chinese 
will do nothing of themgelves which may 
tend to give farther access to -enterprises 
inaugurated by foraignera ; nad, ia the pre- 
sent instance, aniess Sir John Walsham 
‘ puta his fuot down’ there will be no 
steamer in'Chungkiug thia year. Sir Jobo 
should do now what he might woll have 
dona a year ago, and give notice to the 
Teungli Yuméu thot if by » certain fzed 
day the promised permit for the Kuling iy 
not granted, he will authorise her to proceed 
simply under uxisting regulations for steam 
navigation on the Lower Rivor, regulations 
which have been found amply auiticient to 
protect thu juukmeu hitherto, and under 
which uo case of oullision bas occurred, that 
we cau remember, where the steamer, whe- 
ther right or wrong, has not had to pay, and 
pay liberally, for the damage resulting. — 
N.-0, Daily News,

The com- 
monest kind of Chinese Toa costs ‘only. 
about 3d. 4 pound laid down in England, 
an ordinary sound. common about Gd. 
{2d. a 2hd. of which, or say 40 por cent, 
consists of taxes) ao that..his argument 
seoma to fall to the ground altogether. 

Tt appears hopeless to argac ony furthor 
onthe subject, zinos the mass of matter 
laid bofore the Chinoso Authorition during 
the past year or two produces such a feeble 
result, Ihe idea of inducing the innumer- 
able peasant proprictora of China to change 
their ancient methods of cultivation in 
favour of Indian methods (involving larga 
gardens, manhinery, &.)ia too stapendous 
to come within the region: of practical 
politics, as anyone who considers the aub- 
Ject carefully must realise. 

While China coutents’ hersclé with pub- 
lished elaborate Reports, Iudia and Ceylon 
are making their position more and mora 
unassailable overy year,
